Council to debate flood prevention plans 


FONG term plans exam¬ 
ining how best to protect 
Weymouth from flood¬ 
ing will be considered by 
Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council. 

The plans, which ex¬ 
amine how best to pro¬ 
tect the town centre, 
harbour area and the Es¬ 
planade from sea and 
river flooding until 2094, 
will be considered by the 
Policy Development 
Committee on October 
12th. 

The Weymouth Town 
Centre and Harbour De¬ 
fence Policy, which in¬ 
cludes plans for a tidal 
barrier, new harbour 
walls and improvements 
to the Esplanade's sea 
defences, looks set to 
cost around £106 milli on 
over the next 80 years. 

Councillors will exam¬ 
ine how this long term 
plan could be funded. 
Currently more than £50 
million is likely to be 


available from various 
sources including central 
Government (DEFRA), 
the Environment 

Agency, the Dorset 
Focal Economic Partner¬ 
ship, developer contribu¬ 
tions and the borough 
council. 

Further funding is also 
likely to be available 
from other sources in¬ 
cluding Dorset County 
Council. 

Councillor Ian Roe¬ 
buck, Environment and 
Sustainability Briefholder 
at Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council, said: 
"We need to find the 
right long term solution 
to minimise the risk of 
flooding and help protect 
our community's homes 
and businesses. 

“We need to draw up 
plans now to help protect 
our historic and beautiful 
town from the threat of 
climate change and 
flooding." 


A Weymouth Flood 
Defence Vision Docu¬ 
ment outlining how the 
town can be best pro¬ 
tected from the risk of 
flooding is currently 
being drawn-up by Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council. 

Councillor Jason Os¬ 
borne, Tourism and Cul¬ 
ture Briefholder at 
Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council, said: 
"It is clear we must find 
the right solution to 
help protect our won¬ 
derful town as much as 
we can from the risk of 
flooding. I am also 
mindful that we must 
try to develop a scheme 
which enhances the ap¬ 
pearance of our attrac¬ 
tive seafront and 
harbour." 

Neil Watson, Environ¬ 
ment Agency Wessex 
Coastal Engineer, said: 
" We are pleased to be 
working in partnership 


to prepare for the future 
and reduce the risk of 
flooding in Weymouth. 
The Weymouth Town 
Centre and Harbour De¬ 
fence Policy has poten¬ 
tial to bring long term 
flood protection and act 
as a catalyst to sustain 
the economy and well¬ 
being of the residents of 
this historic town." 

It is likely that work 
on the harbour walls 
would be carried out 
first, followed by im¬ 
provements to the Es¬ 
planade. 

Any recommendations 
made by the Policy De¬ 
velopment Committee 
will be considered by the 
borough council's Man¬ 
agement Committee. 


North Quay up for sale 


WEYMOUTH and Portland Bor¬ 
ough Council is asking for offers 
for it's North Quay offices site. 

The prominent site on Wey¬ 
mouth Harbour is a prime devel¬ 
opment opportunity, and is being 
offered for sale freehold. To assist 
with the sale the Council has ob¬ 
tained agreement for the granting 
of outline planning consent to de¬ 
molish the offices and replace it 
with a mixed use development of 
72 homes and 216 sq m of com¬ 
mercial space. 

Councillor Ian Bruce, Weymouth 
& Portland Borough Council's 
Chairman of Management Com¬ 
mittee said: "We would like to hear 
from developers who are inter¬ 
ested in the site and we look for¬ 
ward to seeing what proposals are 
submitted to our Selling agents. 

"Selling the site and moving to 
smaller, cheaper-to-run offices in 
the town centre will reduce coun¬ 
cil running costs and provide a 


significant capital sum." 

Once bids have been made, the 
options will be reviewed and re¬ 
ported to the borough council's 
Management Committee on 6 
December. 

As part of the Borough Council's 
project to sell North Quay and re¬ 
locate to smaller, cheaper-to-run 
offices in the town centre, the 
public will benefit from an extra 
20 parking spaces at North Quay 
until redevelopment begins. 

With more staff working across 
sites in Weymouth and Dorch¬ 
ester the need for spaces in the 
North Quay car park has reduced. 
This means the Borough Council 
are able to offer these extra 
spaces to the public from October 
1 st until developers take over the 
site.

Quay site is one of the first stages 
of the Council's town centre mas¬ 
ter plan.

Paying tribute to the young 
people Mr Underhill said: “It 
was a wonderful evening, which 
left me feeling humbled to see 
so many young people con¬ 
tributing to their communities, 
putting others first and making 
Dorset a safer place to live, - an 
amazing achievement given 
their ages.” 

Also in attendance was the 
Lord Lieutenant, Angus Camp¬ 
bell who presented the Individ¬ 
ual Youth Award to Crystal-Lily 
Mills who spoke at the No Ex¬ 
cuse for Abuse Domestic Vio¬ 
lence Conference in November 
2014. 

Despite being only 16-years- 
old, Crystal volunteered to ad¬ 
dress an audience of more than 


200 professionals at the confer¬ 
ence, and relate her very per¬ 
sonal experience of being a child 
affected by domestic abuse. She 
also carries out voluntary work, 
particularly in the field of equal¬ 
ity. 

The Group Award was pre¬ 
sented by Dorset’s High Sheriff, 
Jennifer Coombs and was won 
by Budmouth School for their 
work around student safety. 
Budmouth Organisation for Stu¬ 
dent Safety, BOSS provides new 
students with escorts around the 
large school campus, have run a 
conference in relation to anti 
bullying and have raised aware¬ 
ness of e-safety launching their 
own website to highlight these 
issues. 

The Lord Lieutenant also paid 
tribute to all the young people 
present, “too often people have 
a negative view of young people 
and don’t recognise them for the 
good work they do or for what 
they achieve. Hopefully these 
will become annual awards giv¬ 
ing young people the recogni¬ 
tion they deserve.” 

Crystal was nominated by 
Kate Stewart, and Angie Boast. 
She is one of the Dorset Mem¬ 
bers of the UK Youth Parlia¬ 
ment, and a long serving 
member of the Dorset Youth 


Council DYCE. She has taken 
part in the Dorset PCC Take It 
Over Day, and contributed with 
others to the production of the 
Young People’s Police and 
Crime Plan, and the 2014, My 
Life My Choice Youth Confer¬ 
ence. 

At college, she is the Student 
Equality and Diversity Rep, and 
Anti-Bullying Ambassador. 
Crystal has also still found time 
to complete her National Citi¬ 
zens Award, and to speak at the 
Tolpuddle Festival on the topic 
of work and low pay. 

The Budmouth School re¬ 
ceived its award for the way it 
helps almost 300 new pupils 
each year integrate into the 
school through its BOSS 
scheme where members escort 
the new pupils to and from les¬ 
sons around the schools large 
campus, and socialise with 
them. 

BOSS student leaders are fre¬ 
quently referred to when year 7 
students are asked to reflect on 
their transition to the school. 
Anti- bullying is the cornerstone 
of BOSS, and in January 214 
they hosted a Diana Award Anti 
Bullying Conference for more 
than 100 students from six 
schools in Dorset, Devon, 
Hampshire and Wiltshire.

DORCHESTER’S Keep Mili¬ 
tary Museum played host to the 
launch of the new book by au¬ 
thor Penny Legg. 

“Military Wives Prom The 
Pirst World War to 
Afghanistan” took Penny two 
years to write and will raise 
funds of SSAFA- the Soldiers, 
Sailors, Airmen and Families 
Association. 

The book is an anthology of 
stories about the lives of mili¬ 
tary wives from 1914 until the 
present day - a story which has 
seldom been told. 

“My husband retained many 
naval associations after leaving 
the navy and I went with him 
to functions where I listened to 
the men re-living old times. 
The journalist in me knew that 
the stories and anecdotes com¬ 
ing out round the table would 
make a great book and so 
‘Under the Queen's Colours’ 
came out in 2012, as a com¬ 
memorative title for HM The 
Queen's diamond jubilee. As 
soon as it was published, I was 
asked to write a sequel looking 
at the other side of the coin, at 
the military wife. 

“As a former military spouse 
myself, I know what being the 
‘wife of’ is all about. I was the 
nameless, faceless, voiceless 
person behind my husband's 
Royal Navy uniform, as was 
my grandmother before me. I 
decided to start the book in the 
First World War, when many 
women, including my three 
maiden great-aunts, were fi¬ 
ancees but never wives. I 
wanted to show women's expe¬ 
riences of the century from the 
‘war to end all wars’ to the 
withdrawal of troops from 
Afghanistan. Had they 
changed?If so,how had they? 
I hope that, in an age where

military wives are finally able 
to step out of their husband's 
shadow and show they have a 
voice as well as a face, readers 
will gain a greater understand¬ 
ing of the lives of these ordi¬ 
nary, unflappable, flexible and, 
above all, courageous women, 
the Military Wives.”

“Mrs Woosnam, who is now 
95, met her husband when he 
came to blow up the U-Boat 
pens at Heligoland in 1945. As 
a Submariner, he'd never 
blown up anything before, but 
fortunately survived the expe¬ 
rience.”

PORTLAND Gig Rowing Club recently 
participated in the Great London River 
Race. 

Eight members travelled to London 
together with their Cornish gig, Pulpit 
Rock, to row in London's River 
Marathon. 

The race from Millwall Docks to Ham, 
Richmond attracted crews from all over 
the world, some serious athletes and 
some doing it for fun or just to take part 
in a variety of rowing vessels.This year's 
event attracted 330 crews. 

The Portland crew of four men and 
four women took it in turns to row so 
everyone had the experience of rowing 
on theThames. 

The crew competed against 42 other 
Cornish gigs and a number of larger 
boats in their category.To give all crews 
a chance, entrants are given a handicap 
according to the calculated potential 
performance of their type of boat. Slow¬ 
est boats start first, fastest last and each 
boat is individually timed. 

Cornish Gigs being classed as one of 
the fastest type of boat started an hour 
after the first boats had commenced the 
race. Unfortunately for the dragon boat 
teams conditions on the day prevented 
them from taking part but 302 boats 
still made a very colourful spectacle as 
they headed along the river. 

The course of 21.6 miles took rowers 
past many of London's famous land¬ 
marks and passed under 28 bridges be¬ 
fore reaching the finish line at Ham,

After an indulgent weekend and a stressful day at work on Monday I headed straight to 
the gym really motivated to see what it was like and to sweat some of the bad stuff out of 
my body! 

My first impressions were really good, I was met by a very friendly Duncan who was 
going to be doing my induction and putting me through my paces. There was a good 
mix of people using the gym, who were all clearly trying to achieve different things, which 
made a refreshing change from the normal assumption that gyms are full of men using 
weights looking at themselves in the mirror! There was definitely no intimidation factor 
from that point of view. 

Before we got started we chatted through my medical history and discussed my previ¬ 
ous injuries, while taking note of my blood pressure and body mass index. We talked about 
my diet and the sort of food and drink I put into my body on a daily and weekly basis. 

Then the assessment started, which for the purpose of this column was different to a 
normal induction. After Duncan put me through a dynamic warm up, we did a basic fitness 
test to see where my fitness levels were. The test comprised of press-ups, leg press, slams 
with a medicine ball, and a ten minute blast on the bike, the results of which I'm sure aren't 
particularly impressive! However, after the warm down and a shower, I felt really good, if 
a little wobbly! 

I woke up Tuesday morning a little achy in my triceps and hamstrings, which was fully 
expected, as I haven't really used those muscles in quite a while! By the time I finished 
work on Tuesday I was raring to go again and Duncan had a programme set out for me 
focusing on cardio and core work. It was tough, but in the air-conditioned cardio room 
upstairs I felt good and got through it in about an hour. 

I thought that Monday and Tuesday evenings would have been really busy in the gym, 
but although there were lots of people working out, there was never a queue to use any 
equipment and there was lots of space, which is a huge positive of them setting a limited 
membership number. 

I was really achy and sore on Wednesday and Thursday so was quite glad I had those as 
rest days, although I did play golf on Wednesday night which was better than I expected 
as it loosened me up a bit. 

I had another tough cardio session overseen by Duncan on Friday working on intervals 
and abdominals, but again, although tired, I felt really good afterwards. It feels so good to 
be exercising regularly and I've found that I'm really not craving unhealthy food like I was 
last week. I'm not keeping a strict diet but when I'm hungry I now have much more of an 
urge to reach fora piece of fruit rather than a bag of crisps. 

I was up again on Saturday morning and Duncan introduced me to some resistance 
training. I consider myself particularly scrawny so was a little apprehensive. However, Dun¬ 
can put me at ease and we concentrated on doing more reps on lower weights. It was 
very different to the feeling of a CV workout but it still made me sweat and I certainly knew 
my muscles had been worked. I can't wait to build on this first weeks training next week!

How often should I get 
jewellery valued? 

The value of gold, dia¬ 
monds and gemstones are 
affected by many factors 
including supply and de¬ 
mand as well as inflation, 
so after a time valuations will need 
to be updated, otherwise, the in¬ 
surance value may not cover the 
full cost of a replacement. It is al¬ 
ways worth checking with your in¬ 
surance company what the 
recommended timescale is, to en¬ 
sure your valuations are kept up- 
to-date. Two to three years 
between valuations is usual. It is 
also advisable to have your jew¬ 
ellery cleaned at least once a year 
and to get it checked for loose 
gemstones. This will also give you 
a chance to discuss with your jew¬ 
eller if a new valuation is needed. 

What do I need to give 
the valuer? 

The valuer will need to see any 
documentation which came with 
the item. This may include the 
original receipt, any earlier valua¬ 
tions, certificates for diamonds 
etc. Withholding information 
could render the valuation use¬ 
less, and would give problems in 
the event of a claim. The valuer 
will need to keep the jewellery 
while they are valuing it. 

What will I get? 

A written document which accu¬ 
rately describes each item, plus 1 


or 2 photographs of each piece. 
Also details of the jewellery may 
be added to your jewellers data¬ 
base, which can be re-issued to 
you and or the police, in the unfor¬ 
tunate event that items are lost or 
stolen, or if your stolen property is 
recovered. 

What will it cost? 

Some shops will charge a per¬ 
centage for the number of items 
valued, some will quote an exact 
price when you bring the items in 
for valuation. Higher prices may 
be charged if a piece includes dia¬ 
monds or gemstones, as these 
may take significantly longer to 
appraise. Valuations can also be 
undertaken for probate. 

It is easy to have valuable jew¬ 
ellery and watches lying around 
for years, never wondering what 
it’s true worth is until the worst 
happens.

It is the beginning of the tradi¬ 
tional archaeological ‘season’ in Egypt, 
where 93-years-ago Howard Carter re¬ 
sumed his search for Tutankhamun’s 
tomb.” 

The discovery of the boy king’s tomb 
was hailed as one of the greatest dis¬ 
coveries of the 20th Century. 

Mr Batty says the Dorchester display 
accurately recreates the discovery,

Members set up their own production line with peo¬ 
ple chopping the apples, some feeding them into the 


shredder, others turning the wheels to press out the 
juice, while others took the juice and poured it into 
bottles. Each pressing was different - some of it had 
a real tang, some was sweet and heavy. Everyone 
took home several bottles of juice - some to drink it 
immediately, some to pasteurise it, since it goes off 
very quickly, and some even to try out cider making. 

The group was also selling their honey at the or¬ 
chard having had a successful season with their bees 
and have recently harvested over 100 jars of honey 
from their ten hives. These can be bought in Down to 
Earth on Trinity Street.

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New home transforms young man's life 


A YOUNG autistic man who spent the 
first 19 years of his life in residential 
care is celebrating the first anniversary 
of living independently. 

Lee Jones, who has high functioning 
autism and attachment disorder, suc¬ 
cessfully made the transition to sup¬ 
ported living run by Regard, at Park 
House in Weymouth town centre. 

The 20-year-old transport enthusiast, 
transferred from Purbeck View School 
in Dorset where he received round the 
clock residential care. 

Park House service manager Elisa 
Willcox said: “The placement has been 
a huge success and Lee has adapted to 
adult services really well. 

“Before he came he was very under¬ 
weight and would only eat a particular 
brand of sausages, and potato crisps. To 
our joy Lee’s food repertoire has in¬ 


creased considerably and it’s a pleasure 
to see him looking so well. 

“He is now involved in selecting what 
to buy and prepare for evening meals 
with his fellow housemates.” 

Lee is fascinated by transport and has 
dedicated his room in the famous red, 
white and green livery of UK transport 
giants Eddie Stobart. 

Since moving to Park House Lee has 
gone on his first-ever holiday, visiting 
the National Railway Museum in York 
with a support worker. He has also at¬ 
tended local steam fairs and the Wessex 
Truck Show in Yeovil. 

Added Elisa: “Lee was very anxious 
being among people when he arrived at 
Park House but now gets fully involved 
when the group join together to prepare 
an evening meal and supports other 
service users with reading. 


“He also attends a nearby friendship 
group where there are regular discos 
and trips out and enjoys visiting local 
cafes and the town library.” 

For two days a week Lee attends a 
nearby community farm where he 
helps care for the livestock and also 
drives the tractor and cuts the grass. 

Lee now has his own bank account 
and manages funds with support from 
his key worker and has a provisional 
driving licence. 

He is also keen on DIY and has his 
own toolbox. In the future he may look 
at going to college and eventually look 
for a job on a farm. 

Park House is a specialist supported 
living service for young people, aged 
18-30, with learning disabilities and or 
autism in transition from residential 
college, foster care or the family home. 


The focus of service is to promote in¬ 
dependence and support young people 
to access further education, employ¬ 
ment, social and recreational activities. 

The service occupies a large semi-de- 
tachedhouse within walking distance of 
the seafront and Weymouth town cen¬ 
tre with seven bedrooms, plus commu¬ 
nal areas and large garden. 

Staff are available 24 hours a day, in¬ 
cluding a sleep-in night staff member. 

There is currently a vacancy at the 
service, a first floor room with en-suite 
available. Families and external profes¬ 
sionals can learn more by calling a re¬ 
ferrals hotline on 0800 840 0313. 

The Regard Group, which runs Park 
House, has recently attained the Gold 
Standard at Investors in People, one of 
only four organisations in the sector to 
achieve the standard.

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NEWS in brief... 

■ CUTS of up to 30 per cent could be on the way 
for some community groups who receive cash 
help from West Dorset District Council. 

Faced with cuts in its grant from the Conserva¬ 
tive Government the Tory-controlled district 
council is now planning to chop funding from 
groups who offer help in the community. 

It has now started a public consultation which 
will continue until mid-November before making 
any changes. 

The authority hopes to save around £80,000 a 
year by cutting back help to community groups 
- around ten per cent of its overall annual budg¬ 
ets for other organisations. 

The proposals vary from a five per cent cut to 
local museums to 20 per cent for arts centres in 
Dorchester, Bridportand Sherborne. 

Said leader of West Dorset District Council, 
Councillor Anthony Alford: "The public consulta¬ 
tion will provide us with a broad range of views 
that will be carefully considered before making 
any final decisions. 

"The key outcome is that we direct funding 
where it will have the most impact to meet the 
needs of our communities." 

The consultation will close on Thursday, No¬ 
vember 12th with a final decision made by coun¬ 
cillors in early 2016 for the 2016-17 financial year. 

■ A NEW"code club"for youngsters interested in 
writing computer code programmes has started 
in Weymouth and Dorchester libraries. 

The clubs are part of a nationwide network run 
by volunteers after school for girls and boys aged 
nine to 11.The local clubs operate on Thursdays, 
from 4.30pm for an hour at Weymouth Library 
and from 4.15pm for an hour at Dorchester. 

Those who attend will be taught how to create 
animations, games and learn to code using 
Scratch - with full tuition available for free. 


Hospital to celebrate 175 years at open day 


DORSET County Hospital is opening 
its doors for the annual public open 
day this Saturday, October 10th from 
2pm until 5pm. 

This year’s tours will enable visitors 
to have unprecedented access to areas 
not usually open to the public, includ¬ 
ing pharmacy, the laboratories, oper¬ 
ating theatres, sterile services and 
radiology. 

With the hospital celebrating its 
175th birthday this year, there will be 
the chance to learn more about the 
hospital’s history, and to take part in 
the launch of a new interactive Treves 
Trail as part of the “175 Years of 
Dorset Healthcare” project. 

Sir Frederick Treves, a Dorchester 
man, was a Royal Surgeon and also 
famous for his treatment of “the ele¬ 
phant man” Joseph Merrick. 

The hospital has teamed up with 
colleagues in the local ambulance and 
fire services which will bring their 
emergency vehicles to the event. 

As well as the usual nurse-led health 
checks, the dermatology team will be 
offering skin and mole checks this 
year and the diabetes team will be on 
hand offering health checks and ad¬ 
vice. 

The popular Teddy Bear Clinic will 
also be back so young visitors can 
bring along their favourite cuddly toy 
to have their heart listened to, or for 
them to receive a bandage. 

There will be a range of displays in 
Darners Restaurant from departments 
around the trust, including research 
and development, ICT, DCH Charity,

cruitment and volunteering teams will 
also be there to discuss opportunities 
to join the staff at the hospital.

Road accidents on the rise 


DEATHS and serious injuries on 
Dorset's roads are increasing by 
eight per cent year on year - with 
more than one crash which results in 
a fatality, or serious injury, every day. 

Head of the Dorset police traffic 
unit, Inspector Matt Butler, said most 
of the accidents could have been 
avoided. 

"Every fatal road traffic collision 
sees at least one family devastated. 
Families of offending drivers are also 
affected, particularly if the driver is 
sent to prison. Many victims of colli¬ 
sions suffer life-changing injuries." 


He says that the common mistakes 
include driving too close, or too fast, 
taking unnecessary risks, driving 
while using a phone of being dis¬ 
tracted in other ways, failing to look 
properly at junctions and driving 
while underthe influence of drinkor 
drugs. 

Alcohol plays a part in around 25 
per cent of road deaths. 

Nineteen people were killed on 
Dorset roads in 2014 compared with 
28 the year before - 371 were seri¬ 
ously injured, compared to 334 in 
2013.

Is out of town too far for footie fans? 


Countdown begins 

WELL, here we go. The countdown to 
Christmas is already on with barely 
eleven weeks to go until the festering 
season is with us. 

Such an announcement probably 
isn't a bombshell to you since the 
town is already plastered with Christ¬ 
mas card stands, Christmas menu 
leaflets and the usual exhortations to 
book now before everything is sold 
out. 

Fortunately the only two Christ¬ 
massy things to impinge on my life so 
far have been ten minutes of glorious 
birdsong from a little robin as I 
clipped back a shrub and the discov¬ 
ery of an inch-high holly tree grow¬ 
ing at the back of one of our flower 
borders. 

Sadly that pleasure didn't last long 
and within 24 hours I had been urged 
to buy Christmas present name stick¬ 
ers, some cards and even some 
Christmas raffle tickets. 

If it's like this now in early October 
then how frenetic is it going to be 
when we reach December, still with 
another 24 days of shopping panic to 
go?! God help us all. I'll keep you 
posted on any Yuletide aberrations I 
come across. 


ANOTHER chapter in the saga of Wey¬ 
mouth Football Club is about to kick off 
with ideas being explored which could 
build a 5,000-seat stadium next to the 
park and ride at Mount Pleasant. 

Now WFC fans know only too well that 
the club is no stranger to controversy, but 
some might still feel that allowing devel¬ 
opers to build scores of homes on the 
Wessex Stadium site at Southill so the 
club can get a new stadium is a good idea. 

Whether that new stadium might be at 
Mount Pleasant remains to be seen, but I 
have been contacted by and talked to a lot 
of club fans and they point to the good old 
days when Weymouth played their foot¬ 
ball at an in-town ground long since de¬ 
molished to make way for Asda 
supermarket. 

Their concerns are that Weymouth’s 
crowd strength was playing at the heart of 
its community where people could easily 
walk to the ground to watch their football. 

The move out to the Wessex meant 
many fans had to drive or just didn’t 
bother to attend matches any more seeing 
crowd figures drop because of the incon¬ 
venience of getting to a ground which was 
no longer at the heart of its fan base. 


These proposals to vacate the Wessex 
actually didn’t seem to worry that many 
fans but they were disappointed at the 
prospect - if it all goes ahead - of yet an¬ 
other ground proposal which will force 
them to drive or walk distances to watch 
their football. 

And their fears are not isolated concerns 
because I’ve just come back from a holi¬ 
day break in York where my guesthouse 
was barely 50 metres from York City’s 
ground. 

I met a lot of York City fans while I was 
up there and they weren’t happy with a 
proposed move away from Bootham 
Crescent to a new ground further out, al¬ 
most a mirror image of Weymouth’s move 
from the town centre out to the Wessex. 

Their fears were identical to Weymouth 
fans’, namely that the move would hit 
York’s crowd numbers and support be¬ 
cause it moved their ground to a new 
home which was harder to get to for fans. 

The very fact that Weymouth’s possible 
new ground is next to a park and ride site 
shows it’s a fair way out of town, too far 
to really walk because buses are provided 
so drivers can be ferried in to the town 
centre after they’ve parked their cars. 


It is all still very early days yet, but one 
thing is worth considering. There isn’t 
much point having a shiny new stadium if

tonishing results with post offices get¬ 
ting so many forgotten cards handed 
in that they keep them in a little box. 

One pensioner who had forgotten 
their card told me they went to ask if 
it had been handed in and staff got a 
box, emptied the contents out and then 
shuffled through them until they 
found the card belonging to the pen¬ 
sioner. There were that many. 

But what about all the other cards? 
This sort of thing must be happening 
on a regular basis for that amount of 
cards to build up so much in one 
place. 

So take care out there. You’ve 
worked all your life to be entitled to 
this pension and you don’t want to put 
your money at risk with criminals by 
forgetting to collect your card as well 
as your cash.

The FB Pocket orchestra was formed in 
2012 by Paul Stevenson, Jenny Russell and 
Ollie Corbin. 

Their self-imposed brief was simply to ex¬ 
plore the popular music repertoire of the 
early 20th century. The primary aim was to 
investigate how they might make a musical 
response that would fit into the contempo¬ 
rary milieu. 

So, whilst they make no claim to authentic 
re-creation, they make music that they 
hope has significant musical relevance to a 
present-day audience and celebrates some 
of the key attributes of the past. 

Working backwards from the 1930s, the 
FB Pocket Orchestra explores repertoire 
that formed the embryo of what is now 
known as popular music. 

The FBPO became an 'official' project in 
the spring of 2012 and released its first 
album in October. The aims of the orchestra

Take care on country roads while 
deer are on the move, warns GEM 


ROAD SAFETY organisation GEM Motoring Assist is urging driv¬ 
ers to take extra care in areas where deer are common.The rut¬ 
ting (breeding) season means deer are more mobile than 
usual, bringing them onto roads and increasing the risk of col¬ 
lisions. 

GEM chief executive David Williams says:"We encourage driv¬ 
ers to be extra observant, and to be ready to take appropriate 
avoiding action if they come across a deer on the road ahead. 

"Periods of highest deer activity tend to occur at dawn and 
dusk, coinciding with the morning and evening rush hour, in¬ 
creasing collision risks in areas where deer are common." 

Experts believe the UK deer population numbers more than 
two million, and research from the RSPCA shows around 
75,000 deer are involved in vehicle collisions each year, with 
10,000 killed instantly. 

The human death toll from deer collisions ranges between 
10 and 20 annually, and industry estimates put the cost of 
damage to vehicles alone to be at least £17 million. 


GEM offers five simple tips for drivers to reduce risk from deer 
collisions: 

Take note of deer warning signs. These are placed in locations 
where wild animal crossings are likely, so keep your speed 
down and be ready to encounter a deer at very short notice. 

Be particularly watchful at dawn and dusk, when deer are 
most active. 

If you spot one animal, it's likely there may be others follow¬ 
ing, so don't speed up and assume the danger has passed. 

Remember the importance of always being able to stop - on 
your side of the road - in the distance you can see to be clear 
ahead. But also be ready to react if a deer leaps out right in 
front of you 

Ideally we want to avoid any sort of collision, but swerving 
to avoid a deer could prove a very dangerous action if it leads 
to a collision with another vehicle.

Good showing at prestigious championships 


IN-KEEPING with tradition, Newquay once again played 
host to the recent annual CPGA County Championships. 
An event which attracts the country's finest and most 
competitive Gig rowing Clubs. 

Second only to the World Championships, in the wa¬ 
ters off the Isles of Scilly, the Newquay event is one that 
is also taken very seriously, with all clubs fielding their 
very best crews. 

This event is split in to two weekends, with the Ladies 
taking to the water first and the Men's crews following 
two weeks later. 

That two week interval saw a complete change in 
conditions. Part way through the first morning of the 
Ladies race order, the organisers took the unenviable 
decision to cancel proceedings for the remainder of the 
day as conditions proved to be too dangerous to con¬ 
tinue. 


This meant an early start on the Sunday to resume 
the racing.Thankfully, a much calmer sea ensued, allow¬ 
ing them to continue. 

Because of the numbers of crews entered, all boats 
would leave the start line in heats of 6 crews, with the 
first two of each heat across the line being automati¬ 
cally promoted to the next round, with a capped num¬ 
ber of fastest losers also making the grade. 

This was how the successful teams would make their 
ascent to the top of the leader board in the forthcoming 
heats, taking them to the Quarter finals, the Semi-final 
and the Final.The latter, of which, is a two-lap race 
around the 1.8 mile course. 

Lyme Regis Ladies entered two crews. Their A and B 
teams.The Lyme girls were drawn against some quality 
opposition with the A crew coming 5th from their heat 
of 6 crews and the B team also coming 5th. But these 


races were not about race position within their respec¬ 
tive heats. 

They were racing against the clock to post the best 
time they could against all of the other crews. So, the 
completed time in their heat could mean they beat 
other teams racing in their respective heats. 

At the end of the weekends racing, out of 99 crews, 
the Lyme Ladies A team eventually recorded a very re¬ 
spectable 53rd overall position. More importantly an 
equally impressive 34th in their category. 

The Ladies B crew were not far behind recording a 
creditable 57th overall, in so doing posting themselves 
a 16th position in their category. Caradon A were the 
outright winners of this event. 

Two weeks later and the elite of the Men's crews 
would come together, basking in the September sun¬ 
shine in readiness for their attempt to post as high a po¬ 
sition as possible. 

Proceedings were underway, following the same race 
format as the Ladies, two weeks previously. 

Internal competition to take part in this event was 
such that Lyme entered a field of four crews. A, B, C & D. 

The A crew enjoyed a fantastic start, coming second 
in their heat, awarding them automatic promotion to 
the second round. Lyme's B boat finished quick enough 
to be within the capped number of fastest losers to en¬ 
sure they also made the grade. 

The same protocol was adhered to for the second 
round which saw Lyme A just miss out on position, com¬ 
ing in 3rd but earned a place in the Quarter final on their 
posted time. 

The following day would see the top teams emerging, 
as the competition intensified. Lyme A just missed out 
on a place in the Semi-Final. It was Isles of Scilly World 
Champions, Falmouth A who would go on to win the 
title. 

Positions for the Lyme Men's squad read as follows:- 

Men's A-19th overall and 15th in their category - 

Men's B - 39th overall and 10th in their category 

Men's C - 51 st overall ad 3rd in their category 

Lyme Men's D team are a newly formed crew making 
their debut at the Newquay event, with very little water 
training. 

Coxed by Toby Newson the crew; David Clayton, Bruce 
Khan, Phil Hayward, Marcus Dixon, Roger Brine & Dan 
Dunford finished in 72nd overall with a number of A, B 
and C crews behind them on the finishing line. 

Both Men's and Ladies teams are now entering into a 
winter training session, in preparation for the 2016 sea¬ 
son.

Lee recaptures Manor Farm with win double 


CORNISHMAN Mike Lee asserted himself 
on his return to the Manor Farm hillclimb 
course at Charmouth to take a brace of vic¬ 
tories across the weekend and repel the chal¬ 
lenges of Chard speedster Stuart Browne 
who took victories 12 months ago. 

Lee at the wheel of his Suzuki powered 
OMS 2000M single-seater racing car took 
both the Eric Moxom Memorial Trophy and 
the Anniversary Trophy having claimed the 
Fastest Time of the Day in both events but 
was challenged all the way by sports racing 
car pilot Rod Thome. 

The Frampton garage proprietor was in 
‘maximum attack’ mode in both events to 
the extent that he spun his five litre Rover 
V8 powered Pilbeam MP43 on two occa¬ 
sions during the Sunday practice runs as he 
attempted to find time through the testing 
right and left hand bends known as Manor. 

Thorne was not only seeking to apply the 
pressure on Lee but also to enhance his po¬ 
sition in the 2015 Hillclimb Championship 
of event organisers the Woolbridge Motor 
Club. Despite his spectacular drives Thorne 
was obliged to give best to Lee having fin¬ 
ished less than three tenths of a second in ar¬ 
rears of the single-seater driver during the 
Saturday meeting. 

However two victories in the over 1800 
c.c. Sports Racing Car class were secured. 

Competing at Manor Farm for the first 
time Tim Pitfield from Maiden Newton was 
looking for a similar result in the under 
1800cc Sports Racing Car division. 

The Suzuki powered DJ Firecat driver 
went head-to-head with Stewart Lillington 
from Chard in his similarly powered Radical 
SR4 with honours being split equally across 
the weekend with one victory each. 

Just as Thorne entertained the spectators 
so did Craig Moore who contested the Rally 
Car category in his Ford Cortina. Always on 


the limit the Lyme Regis driver took the top 
step of the podium in the first event but was 
defeated the following day by the fleet Dar- 
rian T90 of Tim Porter. 

The double Wiscombe Park champion 
would not admit defeat to Porter in a car 
which was designed solely for motorsport 
and gave his all right to the finish line. 

The Road-going Series Production Car 
class saw a close battle during the second 
day of the meeting between Robert Thom¬ 
son and Jonathan Langmead. 

Tight finish 

Exminster golf professional Langmead, 
who had claimed the Saturday win in his 
Lotus Elan S3, saw Thomson from Honiton 
take the win with his Vauxhall Nova by less 
than one tenth of a second. 

The 2015 season has seen close competi¬ 
tion in the Road-going Specialist Production 
car category where cars can be equipped 


with a conventional car power plant or that 
from a motorcycle. 

The main protagonists all drive Westfield 
sports cars but the interest has been how 
Mike Williams, who employs a two litre car 
engine, fairs against the Suzuki Megabusa 
machines of Adrian Lewis and Andrew 
Forsyth. 

At Manor Farm the competition for 
Williams was even more foreboding with 
the addition to the entry list of Stewart 
Green and his Sylva Riot. 

The season has seen Forsyth, new to both 
his car and the category, become the man to 
beat but that was not going to deter Green. 

Both drivers used their 1300cc motors to 
the full with Green, from Frampton, keeping 
Forsyth honest and taking two second places 
by a mere eight hundredths of a second in 
the Saturday event and 18 hundredths 24 
hours later. 


With the elevation of Lee to overall hon¬ 
ours in both meetings the battle for honours 
in the llOOcc to 1600cc racing car class was 
left to fellow OMS drivers Stuart Browne 
and Andy Short. 

The latter, new to single-seaters, put his 
PR model out of reach of the SF2 mounted 
Browne but only by a quarter of one second 
in the first event. 

The next day Browne exacted his revenge 
but was forced to work hard for it with the 
winning margin only one tenth of a second. 

The smaller capacity racing car class (up 
to llOOcc) saw James Gibson claim double 
victories at the wheel of his OMS Hornet. 

The Sidmouth driver, who also takes part 
in motorcycle hillclimbs has just graduated 
to the racing car classes having competed in 
the sport car divisions, took decisive victo¬ 
ries.
